THE WEEKLY MAIL 
The contract ot carrying the long expected 
veckly mail from Calgary to Edmonton is 
likely to be ‘st before long and it may not be 
outot place to urge upen the department 
the necessity of placing it only in first class 
hands. While the mail has to come by horse 
conveyance such along distance and at such 
long intervals as at present, whether it is 
run wellor il is not of very great moment. 
At best communication is so slow and uncer- 
tain that little or no dependance is placed on 
it for the transaction of important business; 
and itisa dead failure as a passenger or ex- 
press line, 
well as it can be, it is not worth while to en- 
quire now, but that the service has always 
been decidedly unsatisfactory and far from 
fulfilling what are supposed to be the terms 
of the contract, is notorious. From Calgary 
to Edmonton the distance is only two hun- 
dred miles,as against nine hundred by theold 
lineto Winnipeg. The distance from the track 
being 80 snort it will be possible to carry on 
an express and passenger business, and as 
the trips of the mail are to be made weckly 
no doubt a yvreat deal of business of this 
kind will be done that was formerly done at 
private expense. Also there is no doubt 
that the near approach of the railroad will 
eause a large increase in the population not 
only here but all along the road, and this 
increased population will cause a correspond- 
ing increase in the amount of mail business 
done, If the service is not carried on so that 
dependance can be placed in it halt its use- 
fulness will be lost, and if after dependence 
has once been placed in it for the transmis- 
sion of important letters or parcels it fails to 
keep upto the requirements the result will 
be great inconvenience and annoyance and 
perhaps heavy loss. 

We whoare at the terminus of the route 
expect the greatest benefit from its establish- 
ment, and will feel most acutely any slack- 
nesss or incompetence in the manner in 
Which itisrun. The carrying of the letters 
and parcels although of great is not of the 
highest importance. We look to the estab- 
lishiment of this line, by making the trip from 
Calgary to this place cheap, speedy and com- 
fortable, to bring a large amount of visitors 
here from time to time who will either re- 
iain, invest their money, or report favorably 
onthe place elsewhere, There is no doubt 
that at loast every summer hundreds of mon- 
eyed men will make the trip to Calgary for 
pleasure, information and business, and if 
there is a well appointed stage line which can 
be depended upon to make schedule time, 
no doubt many of this class will take in Ed- 
monton on their trip, Some, no doubt, 
would come by rail to Calgary, by stage to 
Edimofiton, and return by steamer down the 
Saskatchewan; or come west by steamer and 
return by vail. If, however, the stage does 
not make regular time, is not comfortable, or 
acquires a bad reputation in any way, the 
trattic will be greatly impeded and this places 
will suffer in consequence, 

As this place is most deeply interested in 
the mail serviee from Calgary being efticient, 
it is most fitting that the contractor should 
reside here. where he would be amenable to 
public opinion much more than if he resided 
say in Winnipeg. Of course no matter 
where he resides he will be bound by the 
terms of his contract but at the same time 
public opinion, when it can be brought di- 
rectly to bear, is likely to keep a contractor 
up to the spirit of his agreement better than 
any Written terms, however stringent. Sev- 
eral residents of this place are applying for 
the contract and it is to be hoped that some 
of them will be awarded it rather than a per: 
son living ata distance who is unacquainted 
with the road or the requirements of the 
service and who would have no interest in 
the matter beyond the making of a certain 
number of dollars and cents out of it inside a 
giventime.

Under date of 
February sixteenth, the latest received hy 
last mail, itis announced, but not officially 
that up to the seventh of that month £10,000 . 
000, ordinary stock, 100,000 shares, had been 
offered on the Montreal market. Of this 
$79,000 shares had been applied for, repre. 
senting $3,790,000, Of this 34,000 shares 
were taken for Amsterdam account, 30,000 
for London account, and the balance for New 
York and Montreal. The first sales of the 
stock in Montreal were made on January 31st 
at 59, 594 and 60 per cent. It does not ap- 
pear that a cent has been floated directly on 
any market except that of Montreal and if 
any foreign sales such as are reported have 
been made, they have doubtless been made 
through the bank of Montreal. 


In view of 
this, what has become 


of those strong firms 
of London, Paris and New York bankers 
Whose names were announced so proudly in 
connection with the scheme when it was first 
spoken of. These names were the guarantee 
that access could be had to all the money 
markets of the world. But now in the whole 
of them not even a paltry ten millions at 
only sixty cents on the dollar can be raised 
not on bonds on which only a certain rate of 
interest can be expected, but on stock. It is 
doubtful if even the modest unount stated 
has actually been negotiated, for if it had the 
announcements would have been made offi- 
cially, There is no doubt the Syndicate will 
be able to raise sutficient funds to complete 
the road to Calgary during the coming sum- 
mer, but neither is there any that they are 
not able to raise sufficient to prosecute the 
work on the eastern section at the rate at 
which it must be prosecuted in order to have 
it finished within the stipulated time. And

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FROM PEACE RIVER. 

W. Lloyd, who went to Peace river last 
epring in company with R. McRae, J. Hayes 
and H. MeCorrister, arriy ed with the H.B.Co, 
packet from Dunvegan on Saturday evening 
of last week. He is well pleased with the 
yppearance of the country and with the cli- 


mate. 


From the date of the arrival of the party at 


the mouth of Smoky river, on the 22nd of 
june, until the middle of July the weather 
was dry and hot. From the middle of July 
nntil the middle of August there were fre- 
suent heavy showers, but with very little 
thunde rand lightning. _ After the middle of 
August there was no rain, and the weather 
was warm until the beginning of October. 
The Wheat at Dunvegan, raised on the river 
fat 700 feet. below the level of the country, 
was cut in the latter end of August. 
pertectly ripe, and the vield was excellent. 
Corn ripened also. Lettuce, cabbage, pota- 
toes, carrots, beets, turnips and other vege- 
tables did well. There was a little snow and 
frost in the early part of October, but the 
first frost to do any great damage occurred 
in the latter end of October. At that time 
some potatoes which had been dug but left 
nneovered at Dunvegan were damaged, but 
others in the same condition at Lloyd & 
Hayes’ place, eight miles back of Dunvegan 
on the upland, were uninjured. Potato tops 
have never been known to be frozen before 
they were ripe. The snow came earlier than 
usual last fall, commencing about the 5th of 
November. The river froze up about the Ist 
of December. About that time there were 
two weeks of very severe W vather. Ten days 
hefore Christmas a Chinook wind lowered the 
cnow considerably. There were other mild 
winds after New Years, but on the whole the 
weather was cold until the middle of Febru- 
ary. Considerable snow fell, but there were 
no heavy storms. The H.B.Co. have 75 head 
of horses running near Dunvegan mostly in 
vood condition. They kept eight horses baul- 
ing fish from Smoky river to Dunvegnn, a 
distance of 60 miles, all winter without any 
feed but what they pawed for, Cattle are 
stabled at night, but let out during the day. 

The surface of the country between the 
forks of Smoky river and Dunvegan, on the 
nerth side, is undulating but not broken, and 
rises gradually towards the north. There are 
many small bluffs of poplar and spruce scat- 
tered here and there which give a park-like 
appearance to the region, The trail crosses 
several spring creeks and passes close to the 
heads of several more which empty into the 
Peace, The valleys of these creeks are gene- 
rally timbered with spruce. There is a con- 
siderable growth of pea vine and vetches on 
the upland, and a traveller can make the six- 
ty miles from Smoky river to Dunvegan with- 
out wetting his feet, as the trail does not 
need to pass through any swamps, There is 
considerable good birch along the river. 

Saskatoon berries are very plentiful and 
are vathered by the Indians in immense 
quantities, who dry them’ for winter use, 
When dried they very much resemble the 
currants of commerce. Strawberries, rasp- 
berries, gooseberries, aod black and red cur- 
rants are also very plentiful. First-class 
hops are grown at Dunvegan, but they are 
not found wild. Wild cherries grow half as 
larve as tame ones and in immense quanti- 
ties, resembling bunches of grapes in appear 
ance, The Indians pound these up, stones 
and all, before drying them, 

At the time of the arrival of the party at 
the mouth of Smoky river the Peace was so 
high that it was dangerous to attempt to 
cross the one ox which they had left, and 
thy laid until the 12th of July before cross 


inv. They commenced putting up hay at 
once at Burnt river, eighteen miles from 
Dunvegan, and put up ten tons of both 


swamp and upland hay, They finally located 
about nine miles east of Dunvegan near the 
trail, and put up ten tons more there. They 
then procured a team of oxen from the Eng- 
lish church mission establishment and broke 
up fifteen acres of land. They found the 
lund easy to break, The top soil was black 
muck with no appearance of sand, trom ten 
inches toa foot in depth. Underneath this 
Was ten or fifteen feet of dark grey clay, and 
then a layer of gravel containing water.
